Crowds Lined the Streets. 


After a brief reception the party -en- 


mained for the City of Lyons to give 
Kruger the greatest welcome. Thou- 
sands of people were massed at the 
railway station and in the surrounding 
streets. The appearance of Kruger was 
the signal for a mighty roar of cheer- 
ing, which swept through the crowd, 
and a- part of the city authorities joined 
in the welcome. Then the crowd took 
up the cry, "Down with the English, 
shaking fists, waving flags, and throw- 
ing- hats into the air. The demonstra- 
tion was suggestive of the popularity 
of a war with England, to which the 
Boers .would not be anxious to provoke 
t'rance.

It is claimed that one object of the 


law has been pretty well fulfilled and 
that is that the deer killed remained 
in the state. The limited number of 
•non-resident licenses and the difficulty 
in shipping deer out of the state con- 
trary to the game laws has had the 
effect of cutting down the pot-hunting 
business with the result that for the 
most, part the men who hunted owned 
the deer that were killed. 


Character of the Game. 


Another feature of the hunting this 


year is tihat a large proportion of the 
animals killed, a proportion of nine- 
tenths, according to some of the war- 
dens, were bucks. There were few does 
and still fewer fawns and for the most 
part the animals were larger and bet- 
ter in appearance than any that have 
been seen in years. The total number 
killed in this state, legitimately, is not 
known, but in a couple of weeks, when 
the license tags have all been returned 
the figures will be made public. 


As the law grows older its weak- 


nesses are found out and cases where 
changes to its advantage can be made 
become clear. One of the changes that 
will be asked for at the legislature this 
year wil be that the licenses be issued 
in tag form and that all hunters be 
compelled to affix a tag to the carcass 
as soon as an animal is killed, power 
being given the deputies to seize at 
any time and place any carcass they 
may find which is not so taggad. This 
will stop pot-hunting as it will prevent 
that class of men from killing a num- 
ber of animals in the -hope of selling 
them at the nearest market, or to hun- 
ters who h?.ve not themselves brought 
down a deer in the woods. This latter 
Js a lucrative business as many hunt- 
ers "who go into the woods have a 
good time without sighting a deer but 
few come home empty handed. 


There is no doubt in His minds of 


old hunters that there still remains a 
big 
illegitimate 
slaughter of deer. 


Many animals are killed and eaten in 
the woods, and many others are killed 
.just because a m?.n with a rifle hap- 
pens to get a shot at them and taking 
advantage of it whether he has al- 
ready secured his legal limit or not. 


Dog s Have Been Used. 


The use of dogs in chasing deer is 


another way in which the law has been 
violated in this state, and is one of 
the meanest, particularly as it is usu- 
ally the richest, and materially, the 
best hunters, who indulge in this form 
of sport. Holding positions which give 
them influence, these men have in a 
number of instances, it is reported, 
gone -into the 
woods with packs of 


hounds and not only violated the law, 
but destroyed the sport over miles of 
territory for men who were hunting 
legitimately. 
One- party which was 


hunting near Woodruff has. reported 
that there is not the slightest doubt 
that dogs had been turned loose in 
that section of country. 


These men say that dogs were run- 


ning the country and that as near as 
they could learn had been let loose by 
a rich 
friends 
hunters had arranged with a fruide to 
put up at his shack, but when they put 
in an appearance with their flogs the 


. guide turned them down, telling them 


that they could not hunt with/him un-

Dispatches from Rome indicate that 


Pope Leo is rapidly passing into a de- 
cline. Only his extraordinary a.bstem- 
iousness and rigid diet have kept him 
alive up to this time. Something about 
his habits is of general interest just 
now. 


After about 
four hours^jileep and 


some additional -rest, the pope rises at 
6. Besides his coffee and milk, taken 
with a morsel 
of bread—literally a 


morsel—he settles down to the work 
of the day. 
More 
than 
half way 


through the morning he takes a cup 
of broth, and occasionally 
a; other 


times when he feels weakness. At 1 
o'clock or even later, sometimes as 
late as 2 o'clock, 3ae takes his midday 
meal, which, according 
to the old- 


time Italian hygiene, should give the 
staple of sustenance to .the bony. It 
consists 
of a little 
soupT which is 


French rather than Italian, being clear 
and not filled with 
vegetables and 


paste; of a little boiled meat, the in- 
evitable 
bolito, which 
opens every 


Italian dinner; of some roast—pref- 
erably roast—lamb, with vegetables, 
and, 
infrequently, of a pudding of spi- 


nach a la. Parisierme or of some whole- 
some vegetables, and of fruit. 


This light refection may be meas- 


ured by its accompaniment o£ wine, 
which is claret especially 
prepared 


and sent from a convent at Bordeaux. 
He drinks a wineglassful. He has been 
advised, 
especially some years ago,

Owing to the lateness of his dinner, 


and his siesta, 
the day is advanced 


before he resumes work. The pope is 
a representative 
of the' -old Italian 


manners, and of the old ecclesiastical 
fashions; a representative in cast of 
mind and in habits of life of the chas- 
tened, and 
nonluxurious renaissance. 


In Italy the intellectual workers and 


the churchmen preferably study in 
the morning, take a full meal and pro- 
portionate rest in the aft ernoon and 
then their "constitutional." When the 
weather is fine the pope, after a short 
period of work, which follows on his 
siesta, is carried on a sedan, no as to 
avoid changes of atmosphere, to the 
entrance of the gardens. Here he en- 
ters his carriage, 
which is closed, 


and is driven about. 


After he has been driven a few turns 


he alights and takes a walk, escorted 
by the prelates and chamberIr.ins in 
attendance.

ber o£ vessels have re-turtjcl to San 
Francisco bringing tho- story of se- 
eral deaths of these Chinese workers. 
He says thousamls afflicted 
Chinese 


have recently returned to San Fran- 
cisco and 
imperiled public health. 


There we no physicians aboard 
anil 


as a rule no satisfactory account ot 
the nature of the illness was obtain- 
able from responsible persons. 


In ISabonic 1'lnRne's Grip. 


"These vessels," says the 
report, 


"sail from San Francisco in March anil 
April, each vessel taking about 125 
Chinese to work at the canneries. Last 
spring nearly 3;000 Chinese were taken- 
from San Francisco for this work. Bu- 
bonic plague was known to exist in 
their section o£ the city at the time 
of their leaving, and no precautionary 
measures 
to prevent an 
outbreak 


among them were taken." 


The assistant surgeon says he has 


been unable to arrive at a definite 
conclusion as to the true nature of the 
disease, as . the symptoms, while re- 
sembling them, are not entirely those 
of either scurvy or beriberi. The dis- 
ease probably is one of malnutrition,, 
resulting from exhausting labor, poor 
quality of food and filthy surround- 
ings. 


Their Lot Is Virtual Slavnry. 


"These Chinese are recruited from 


the poorest and roughest element of 
Chinatown and are held in practical 
lavery by the Chinese bosses who pro- 
ride this labor," according to the re- 
port. "They often are worked eight- 
een hours a day and live in barracks 
n utter disregard of cleanliness 
and 


sanitation. 
The flsh they eat 
fre- 


quently is well advanced in putrifiea- 
tion. 
It is difficult to conceive fully 


of the fiHhiness abroad. The Chinese 
quarters are dark and damp and the 
sanitary conditions are unfit to print. 


White men on these vessels dis- 


claim responsibility for tire conditions 
under which the 
Chinese live, and 


transact 
all 
business 
with 
them 


through a Chinese foreman, the so- 
callecl 'No. 1 man.' 


Public IJcultli Is Menaced. 


"Five thousand of these Chinese re- 


cently have come into Chinatown, Sari 
Francisco, and with their lowered vi- 
tality would fall ready prey to plague 
cholera or any infectious disease, one 
so menace public health."
